After endeavoring for a time to extricate the 
wreck, the patrol boat steamed away for Dover with her prisoners. 


According to the officer quoted, the British government has main- 
tained silence in regard to the capture, as another trans-Atlantic sub- 
uiarine, the America, was said to be on the way here, and it was hoped 
lO capture her, also.

He pointed out that the two funds 
AT« to all intents and purposes one 
And that never since the benevolent 
Jiwtitution fund was created in 1891 
by the democratic legislature has it 
been sufficient to maintain the Insti- 
tutions. 
Each year, he said, it had 
been necessary to resort to the use of 
the general fund to maintain the ben- 
evolent institutions. 


Mr. Goodrich declared the demo- 
cratic assertion of a lower tax rate is 
A myth and is misleading to those who i 
have not gone carefully into the rec- 
ords. 


Mr. Goodrich presented a program 
for tax reform, which is one of the 
most Important questions with which 
the next state administration will have 
to deal. His study of the tax question 
during the last three or four years 
was apparent in the manner in which 
he discussed the reforms he proposes 
to offer. 


The rapidly Increasing rate of taxes 
in Indiana has caused a vast amount 
of intangible property to be seques- 
tered, he said, with the result that the 
owners of real estate and other tang- 
ible property pay a large per cent of 
the taxes. He recalled the republican 
party's pledge to submit a constitu- 
tional amendment which would give 
the legislature authority to enact bet- 
ter laws on taxation.

should fix a limit on the rate of taxa- 
tion, he said.

achieve success at the polls by charging 
rcckless extravagance on tlie prirt of its 
opponents, an dtlien, after its candi- 
dates have been sucoe?pfnl, to retain all 
existing offices and bureaus, and create 
scores of new and additional ones." 


Mr. Goodrich did not touch to any 
p-eat extent on national issues, but rè- 
called that a few years ago a great cry 
went up over Thomas B. Éeed's 'billion- 
dcllar congress," and recalled that the 
appropriations o fthe present congress 
have 
surpassed 
the $ 1 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 , 0 0 0 
mark, exclusive of the appropriations 
éhargeable to preparedness. 


Mr. Goodrich said that in the seven 
and a half years of democratic control 
of state affairs the expenses of the state 
government have increased nearly $4,- 
000.000, or 40 per cent. 
That showing 
is made in the record, he charged, in 
spite of the pledges of economy made 
by the democrats in 1908 and i910. 


An interesting table showing the com- 
parative tax rate imder republican and 
democratic administrations was present- 
ed by Mr. Goodrich. 
Under the admin- 
istration of former Governor Matthews, 
B, democrat, the average state tax rate 
was 34.75 mills on the dollar, the table 
ihows, 
and under 
former 
Governor 
Nfount, a republican, and successor of 
Matthews, the rate was reduced to 
29.74. 
Under former Governor Dur- 
bin the increased cost of products caused 
1, slight increase, the average rate being 
R0;31. 
Under the administration of 
former Governor Hanly, when the cost 
if Uviiiif again increased, the average 
rate was 32.25 and under former Gov- 
ernor Marshall there was a slight de- 
treàse, when the average rate was 32.22. 
The average rate during Marshall's last 
three years in office was 31.85, but 
Under Balston, the present governor, the 
rate increased to 40.10, a net increase 
if 25.8 per cent. 


Taxables Go Skyward. 
In the seven years from 1908 to 
1915 the taxables in Indiana increased 
1327,969,806, Mr. Goodrich 
recalled, 
the percentage being 19 per cent. 


An increase in the net receipts of 
thé átate government since 1908, the 
last year of the republican regime, was 
ihown. 
In 1908 the total net receipts 
if the state government were $7,428,- 
lÔé^ÔS and for 1915 the tQtal net re- 
$12,300,126.56. an increaBe 
in the seven years amounting to $4,- 
57^,023.51; or more tlian 60 per cent 
to iéven year«.

The intrcaso in the cost of maintain- 
ing the various state departments under 
the democratic administration as com- 
pared to republican administratipns was 
referred to in detail. Ho gave particu- 
lar attention to the fish and game de- 
partment, the oil inspection department 
¿nd the ofiice of tho secretary of state. 
He reiterated 
his statement 
that if 
elected he will recommend that the oil 
inspection department be turned over 
to the pure food department for admin- 
istration, 


Mr. Goodrich said the republicans are 
ready to admit the democrats have paid 
the state debt with the exception of 
$340,000 which tho state owes Purdue 
university and on which the state is 
paying interest yearly. The democratic 
contention that the Purdue debt is not 
a state liability is the merest quibble,» 
he said. 


In this connection he took tho Ralston 
administration to task for its state- 
ments with reference to its debt-paying 
record. 
Ihiring the Ralston administra- 
tion, he said, tho sum of $914,584 was 
paid on the state debt, but during tho 
three and a half years of the Ralston 
administration 
the state, 
through in- 
creased valuation, increased tax rate and 
increased fees, collected from its citi- 
zens $0,825,000 more than was collected 
during the last three year» of the last 
republican administration. 


Mr. Groodrich advocated the adoption 
qt the budget system by which the ex- 
ecutive submits to the legislative branch 
of the state an estimate of the amount 
of money necessary 
to carry on the 
state's business, and, while the legisla- 
ture would have power to reduce the 
amoimts, it would not bo given author- 
ity to increase.

NIP $1,000 CON GAME 


Two Men Held as Eifort to 
Unload "Phony" Gems 
is Near Success. 


Indianapolis, 
Ind.. 
Aug. 
25.—That 
the county jail holds tv/o "confidence" 
men of probably nation-wide 
reputa- 
tion is the belief of members of the 
detective force of the police 
depart- 
ment. 
The alleged "crooks" are Mor- 
ris Reigler, 40 years old, and George 
Levin, 30 years olfl, who were arrested 
at a rooming house at 118 North Sen- 
ate avenue, Wednesday by Detectives 
McMurtry, Rugenstein and Mullin. 


The men were showing a.quantity' of 
"phoney" gems and jewelrj- to a pros- 
pective customer when they were sur- 
prised by the detectives. 
A search of 
the luggage in the room resulted in the 
finding 
of dozens of trays of imitation 


Jewels 
and 
gems, together 
with a 
quantity 
of supposedly 
solid 
gold 
bricks which proved to be made of a 
substance similar to colored lead. 
Find Swindling Apparatus. 


One valise contained a complete set 
of chemicals and other testing appa- 
ratus wihich the police say is used in 
a popular 
swindling 
game 
that 
is 
worked on proprietors of small jew- 
elry stores. 
A few genuine stones and 
some solid gold jewelrj^ were found in 
the pockets of the men. 
The attention 
of the police were directed to the two 
men Wednesday when the 
detectives 
learned that a proprietor of a down- 
town loan shop, whose name has not 
been displosed, had drawn $1,000 from 
his bank. 


Detectives trailed the jeweler to a 
point 
on 
West 
W a s h i n g ^ n 
street, 
where he met one of the men. and 
then to the rooming house on Senate 
avenue. 
The "victim" of the alleged 
attempt at a swindle was as 
much 
^surprised 
at 
the appearance 
of 
the 
detectives 
in the 
rooming house as 
were the alleged swindlers. 
The de- 
tectives said that at first the jeweler 
refused to belleye that he had been a 
near-victim to the swindling scheme, 
but when the detectives told of 
the 
methods used in similar deals he ad-

mitted that It had been the plan of ttxa 
two men and he was profuse in his 
thanks to the detectives. 


Posed as Traveling Men. 


The "victim'' said that the two men 
under arrest had come to his store and 
liad introduced themselves as traveling 
men and had mentioned the fact t h a t 
they had some extra samples with them 
that they could afford to dispose of a t a 
bargain. The intended victim was shown 
gemiiae specimens that the men carried 
in their pockets and he was so impressed 
Avith the qnalitA" of the goods that he 
offered to make purchases to the extent 
of 
$1,000. 


He said that he started to get lys 
check book, but that they insisted on 
cash and that he went after the money 
while one of the men waited to take him 
to their room. 


The detectives assert that the game 
of the two men is an old one. 
T h e r 
say that the swindlers go to a small 
jewelry store or loan shop with 
their 
real gems and jewels and inform the 
proprietor that they have a large quan- 
tity of such goods at their rooms which 
they will dispose of at a small 
figure. 
The hint is dropped, the detectives point 
out, that the goods were obtained in a 
questionable manner as an excuse for 
the bargains. 
The real gems are shown 
and the jeweler is invited to make any 
tests of the samples that he desires. 
Tlie swindlers go even so far as to apply 
the acid tests to their sample 
wares 
themselves to convince their prospective 
victims, it is said. 


One for Each City. 


The "phoney" wares are traded only 
on a cash basis, the detectives say, and 
the profit from a single victim is so 
great that the swindlers can immediate- 
ly leave the city. 
Tt is said that only 
one swindle is attempted in cach city. 
The coupIc gave conflicting accounts of 
their movements to the police. 
Beigler 
said that Iio Imd i-omc from Xcw York 
and Levin said that he was from De- 
troit. 
Letters forwarded to the 
men 
shov.ed thni tliey had come to Indianap- 
olis from Louisville and that they have 
boon in a number of Virginia 
toAvns. 
Vagrancy 
charges 
against 
them 
Avere 
continued until Sept. 1 by .Tiidge Decry 
in police court pending a further inves- 
iiiration.

WfiD IN own DEFENS 


Has Ijio Intention of Boost- 
ing 5c Loaf of Bread 
to Ten Cents. 


Indianapoliiij Aug. 2.5.—The baker i'^ 
';eing subjected to sharp and unfair at- 
tacks, said i''rank Middleton, secretary 
rf 
the Indiana 
Association 
of 
Master 
Bakers. 
Middleton 
made a 
statement 
tndaj' that the baker does^not contem- 
plate ra.Í9Íng the price of the 
five-cent 
loaf of bread to ten cents. 


"The 
national 
organization 
in 
Salt 
T.ako City took action favoring the man- 
ufacture of a ten-cent Tt)af of bread an<i 
the abandonment of the five-cent loaf,'" 
-said Mr. Middleton. 
"Our own. state or- 
ganization will probably take such ac- 
tion 
at 
its convention 
in 
Indianapoiis 
in l^ceniber. 
The idea of a 
ten-eeni 
loaf ns the unit of bread manufacture 
is nor new to the baking trade industry. 
The bakers for years have realized that 
it would be possible to make a better 
loaf 
of bread 
in 
proportion 
for 
ten 
cents than it is now possible to make 
for five cents. 


"It must be ap])arent to anyone who 
will give the matter any thought that 
it is costing the baker just exactly aa 
much to bake, wrap and deliver the five- 
cent loaf as it is costing him to bake, 
wraj) and deliver the ten-cent loaf. 
The 
h'gg^st cost 
in a five-cent 
loaf is not 
the 
cost 
of 
materials. 
The 
overhead 
charges in any bakery are the biggest 
l^art of the cost of a loaf unless it is at 
Ihis time when the price of flour nms so 
high. 
The baker wlio is buying floui 
on the present market finds it impossi- 
ble to bake and sell a five-cent loaf ot 
bread 
except 
as 
a matter 
of 
philan- 
t liropy. 


"In baking a ten-cent ioaf. it is possi- 
ble to proof the bread to better advan- 
tage and to bake more flavor into th;; 
crust and contents than is possible with 
the smaller loaf. 
Those who have beeo 
using ten-cent, loaves for nnv length of 
time Mill readily appreciate the betteij 
fliixci" of the ten-cent loaf. 
Comparison 
between 
n five and ten-cent 
loaf will 
make this matter of flavor apparent to 
anyone.

Uncle Sam as capital, and he was given 
a little 12 by 9 room in the basement 
of the treasury building as his insurance 
office.

Summary of First Eleven 
Months' Work by In- 
diana Board. 


By Willis S. Thompson. 


fndiiimuiolis. 
ind., 
.'Viiir. 
2'i.—The 
State Industrial Board of Indiana liav- 
ing 
in eharge the operation 
oC tho 
workmen's compensation law has just 
made a summary of the 
first 
eleven 
month's of the board's work hy com- 
parison with the work of similar boards 
throughout the United States. 


Indiana is recognized as one of tho 
models; in fact, the hoards and execu- 
tive officers of a number of states have 
visited Indianapolis for tho solo pur- 
pose of inspecting Its system. 
It has 
the advantage first of all in being most 
economically handled and at the sarhe 
time being more comprehensive in the 
perfection and accessibility of records 


anfl with the speed with which it dis^ 
poses of business. 


Several states in both the east and 
west have copied almost wholly 
the 
rules and regulations, as well as the 
system in vogue. 
In other states this 
law which was passed by the legis- 
lature of I915, is one of the most ben- 
eficial to both em,ployers and employes 
that is on the statute books of any 
state. 
It wipes out at once the expense 
;nid delay, as well as the engendering 
of 
unpleasant 
relations - between 
the 
Ijeoplo who are employed and the peo- 
ple who employ. 


Thero 
are 
over 40,000 
employers 
operating under the workmen's com- 
pensation 
law of Indiana, and 
there 
are 
approximately 
225,000 
employes. 
According 
to. the 
reports submitted 
cach montli by these employers, 
the 
wages of workmen have increased since 
September, 1915 an average of $4.00 a 
week. 
This would seem to harmonize 
pretty well with the report issued by 
the Federal Department of Commerce 
and Labor at Washington, that $3,000,- 
000.000 more has been paid in wages 
under the Wilson administration 
than 
were paid under the administration of 
Taft. 


There has been reported to the board 
over .'{4,000 accidents since September 
1, 1915. 
An analysis of these accidents 
shows that about eighteen fatal acci- 
dents occur monthly and 
three 
dls-

memberments occur dally. 
These sta- 
tistics to date show that approximately 
one hundred and fifty employes are in- 
jured daily In the various Industries of 
the state. 


The board since September 1, 1915, 
has handled and disposed of over seven 
thousand 
cases 
without controversy 
'and expense to the parties 
involved. 
Settlement in all of these cases was 
made speedily and the compensation in 
almost all of them were being paid at 
tho end of the third week following 
the accident. 


Under the componsation a<;t, in fatal 
cases the dependents are not obliged 
to wait one, two, three and four years 
or longer to recover and then some- 
times receive nothing. 
Settlements are 
frequently made within one week after 
the accidents and at most within three 
weeks. 
There Is practically no stop- 
page In the family Income and the dis- 
tress following fatal accidents 
under 
the old system has been done away 
with. 


In addition to the uncontested cases 
the board has tried and disposed of 
approximately four hundred cases in 
which the omployer, through his in- 
surance company denied liability. 
All 
contested cases are tried within fifteen 
days after they are filed. 


Under the old system once In the 
court, fifteen years might have been a 
reasonable time in a case calling for' 
any serious controversy. 
Since the 
board began its work, injured employes 
have been paid approximately 1225,000. 
In the last week in July. 1916, there 
wore fourteen hundred and nineteen 
cases 
receiving 
compensation 
and

LESSON TEXT—Acts 20:16-38. 
, GOLDEiV TEXT—I commend you to Qod 
and to the word of his grace.—Acts 20:32. 


After 
experience In Ephesus Paul 
weut to Corintli, where, amidst much 
slcluiess and affliction, he cared for 
the churches, .^corrected their wrong 
conduct and probably wrote several of 
his letters aad epistles (11 Cor. 4:7-ll; 
11:28; 12:20). From Corinth ho Jour- 
neyed by way of Phillipl to Trons 
Avhere he preached his famous long 
sermon (v. 5-12), that sermon which 
had such a tragic result. It is recorded 
as a witness to the power of the pray- 
er of faith and Paul's readino-ss to 
,serve in time of need. In his haste to 
reach Jerusalem before the Day 
Pentecost (A. D. 58) Paul did not re- 
turn to Ephesus, but, In order to save 
time, he had the elders of that church 
meet him at Miletus (See a good 
map). 


I. A Great Review (vv. 17-28). Paul's 
Btatesmanship and genius for organl- 
zatloii Is nowhere more -clearly set 
forth than here. 
He had plans for a 
great evangelistic campaign of Iiat!n 
lands, (Ch. 10:21). 
Before pursuing 
his plan he decided to visit Jerusalem, 
carrying 
with 
him 
the 
collection.? 
which had been systematically taken 
up in the various churches on this 
tour (Rom. 15:26; I Cor. 16:1-5; Acts 
24:17) and he v.-as accompanied by a 
considerable number of pilgrims. 
(See 
V. 4.) It is a good thing to pause occa- 
sionally and to take stock, to review 
our lives and to sec what progress we 
have made. This Paul did, and to thla 
Ephesian delegation he enumerates H) 
his character among them (vv. 3S-J9). 
They knew his manner of life, how 
that, as a bond servant, and "with all 
lowliness of mind," ho had served 
(their church. 
They also knew that 
with tears he had wept over their hard 
and impenitent hearts (v. 31) and all 
of this amidst many testings; (2) his 
method of work (v. 20). 
Paul not 
only worked at his trade of tentmak- 
ing, but found time for the public 
proclamation of the gospel and also 
house to house visitation. 
He was 
after men, not notoriety. 
He was al- 
ways and ever at it, amidst triáis, self- 
denial and the "lying In wait," (Am. R. 
V.) of men; (3) his methods (v. 21). 
He had the same message for Jew and 
CAntlle, "repentance towai-d God and 
faith toward our Lord Jesus Christ." 
Repentance is not for Jews alone. Paul 
¡shrank not from declaring all that was 
profitable for their encouragement, re- 
proof, warning, help, training in serv- 
ice and hard study. 
He had taught 
'them publicly in classes, and had vis- 
ited them from house to house and had 
invited them to his own home. Paul's 
aim, as is the teacher's aim, was to 
make all people patriotic citizens of 
the kingdom of heaven while on earth, 
that they might fight the good fight of 
faith against all evils, even the prin- 
cipalities and powers of evil. 


It was a great undertaklug, and he 
knew not what might befall him, but 
he did know that bonds and affliction 
awaited him; however, noiie of these 
things could move him from his pur- 
pose. 


He "counted not his life as dear unto 
himself" If so be he might hold out 
until 
the end 
and 
accomplish 
his 
course and ministry. This epoch-mak- 
ing journey, one of the greatest 
tory, suggests In many points 
Savior's last journey 
towards 
same city (Luke 9:51). Like his mas- 
ter; Paul knew that ahead of him were 
^trials, but he also knew tliat God was 
leading him in obedience to the Spir- 
it's guidance, though It was over the 
protests of his friends. 


II. A Great Charge (vv. 28-38). It is 
fi great experience when one can do- 
iclare himself pure from the blood of 
all men (v. 26), and that ho has not 
[shrunk from declaring the whole coun- 
ffeel of God. 
Such conduct 
always 
brings an obligation upon those who 
itnow aiad hear such men, viz., that 
it should be emulated. 
The.'je elders 
were to return to the church at Ephe- 
sus, not to be servants of themselves 
but to feed the church jf God (v. 28). 
Paul knew, as a prophet, what would 
be In store for them (vv. 29-30). There- 
fore he exhorts them to watch, ana 
¡warns them how by his own hands he 
had supported himself and had lived a 
'righteous life among them ^(v. 34). 


We have here rescued from oblivion 
a now saying of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, "It is more blessed to give thau 
to receive," one not found In the gos- 
pels. 


It is this g'vlng which produces a 
higher quality >t happiness and a more 
noble character. 


It Is the blessedness of Christ, of 
heaven, and of the Christian religion. 
! It Is also the blessedness that en- 
sures. 


Paul then poured forth his prayer 
on their behalf .(vv. 36-39). 


Blessed is the Sunday-school class 
and the church which hiis such a 
teacher and such a leader. 


These friends sensed the iignlflcaiie« 
of this final separation from Paul (t. 
88), and their greater sorrow Seemed 
to be to miss his personality than to 
lose the help of his teaching. 


No teacher's Influence exceeds his 
character.

Standing on Wilson's Plan. 


The brotherhood heads declared they 
were standing on President Wilson's 
plan and had not changed their atti- 
tude a particle. 


As the conferencc among the rail- 
road executives progressed it v/as said 
the presidents were 
standing 
more 
closely together for arbitration 
than 
at any time since they had assembled 
here and that some of those who at 
first were for accepting President Wil- 
son's plan had been brought to a ma- 
jority which wa.s described as stand- 
ing "back to the wall." 


It was indicated that the communi- 
cation being prepared 
for 
President 
Wilson would contain a futrhor -nsist- 
ence on arbitration. 


Arrangements 
were made for the 
representatives of employes to see the 
president at 10:30 o'clock and for the 
representatives of the employers later. 


Commissior.er Chamber.s oi ihe icu - 
eral meditition board held a brief con- 
ference with President Wilson 
early 
this morning. 
Afterwards he would 
make no comment on his visit. 


The four brotherho d heads said on 
entering the white house that they did 
not know why they had been called by 
the 
j)i-esident. 
It 
was 
understood 
Presid(ipt Wilson wanted to get their 
views on legislation under considera- 
tion to prevent such a controversy In 
the future. 


Number of Objections. 


Railway presidents were confronted 
today with a number of objections to 
their tentative plan for meeting the 
union 
brotherhood's 
demands 
by 
granting the eight hou- day on condi- 
tion that freight rate increases and 
public investigation of future wage 
disputes be assured. 
They arranged 
another meeting shortly before noon 
to consider their special committee's 
proposal, and it appeared possible that 
a flnd.1 conclusion would be postponed 
until next week. 
• 


These conditions 
weighed 
against 
,the chances of a rate increase. 
There 
1«, no means of assuring what action 
the interstate commerce 
commission 
«night tak«!, particularly inasmuch as 
pre^ously it has indicated unwilling- 
ness to consider wage standards in 
dMllhg with proposed rate increases;, 
itnmii Influence oi big shippers prob-^, 


ably would bo thrown against higher 
rates, President Wilson's stand for an 
increase would amount tii little if he 
should fail of re-elcction;- regardless 
of other hazards new rates could not 
be put into ofl'ect before next March. 


Big Element of Uncertainty. 


The greatest element of uncertainty 
regarding the proposed legislation for 
creating a federal l)ody to investigate 
labor demands before a strike might 
be allowed was the probable hostility 
of labor leaders to the plan. 


Continued hostility of many presi- 
dents to the eight hour under any 
circumstances complicated the situa- 
tion further. 


Kept Cabinet Waiting. 


The four brotherhood heads remained 
with the president an hour and a Jialf. 
The president kept the cabinet waiting 
for an liour to contmue his conference 
with the railroad men. 


"The strike insofar as we are con- 
cerned," A. B. Garretson, spokesman for 
the employes, later said, "is absolutely 
unchanged. 
Ko complete concrete prop- 
osition to which the railroads will agree 
has been tendered us. 
Our position is 
e.xactly the same as it was when we 
iicccpted the president's plan. 
We have 
deviated from it in no way whatsoever." 


The brotherhood leaders went from 
the wliite house to a meeting of the 
men, but insisted they had nothing par- 
ticular to communicate. 
W. G. Lee, of 
the trainmen, gave out copies of an or- 
der which he said had Jjeea sent by the 
Northern Pacific to station agents di- 
recting them to get local interests to 
send telegraphic protests to l^esideut 
Wilson against settling the controversy 
by other means than arbitration. 
The 
telegrams, Sir. I^ee declared, Avere to be 
paid for by the railroads and were evi- 
dence of what the men characterize as 
a propaganda against the 
president's 
plan.

"Children should not be allowed to 
fondle the family pets," according to 
the order of Dr. Gilpin, secretary of tl 
health board.

Something About America's 
Surpassing Fish 
Supply. 


Washington. D. C., Aug:. 25.—-Flesh 
and fowl may fail us, but America's 
fjsh supply is going on forever, accord- 
ing to censuses 
of the finny tribes 
which inhabit our lakes, streams and 
coast waters from Alaska to the Florida 
Keys. Dr. Hugh M. Smith, the leading 
authority in this country on the sub- 
ject. tells of America's surpassing fish- 
eries in a communication to the Na- 
tional Geographic society, now made 
public in the following bulletin: , 


"With 
the acquisition 
of 
Alaska 
there came to us marine resources of 
such transcendent value as to over- 
shadow all other natural products and 
to give the United States fisheries the 
leading place among the nations. 


"The creatures w^hich support our 
fisheries are not all fish, but belong in 
various classes, some of those contrib- 
uting most notably to the importance 
of the industry being crxistaceans and 
mollusks. 
The total annual value of 
our 
fisheries at the present time is 
approximately $76.000,000. 


"The most numerous fish of economic 
importance on the east coast of the 
United States is the menhaden, which 
is known also by a large number of 
other names, some of them inappro- 
priate and misleading. It is a member 
of the herring family; goes in great 
schools in the ocean, bays and sounds, 
and supports a fishery from Maine to 
Florida. 


"Although the menhaden is a palat- 
able food tis'^ its principal value now. 
as in the past, is for conversion into 
oil and fertilizer. 
At times it is ex- : 
ceedingly fat, and yields a cheap grade j 
of oil much used 
in the 
industries, 
while the part remaining after the ex- 
traction of the oil is rich in ammonia 
and is one of the best fertilizers, 
whether employed alone or in addition 
with other ingredients. The chief pur- 
pose, however, which the menhaden 
serves is as food for numerous valuable 
fishes along the entire coast. It forms 
at times the principal diet of bluefish, 
swordfish, squeteague, mackerel, Span- 
ish mackerel, etc., and often when we 
eat the fishes we are really consuming 
transformed menhaden. 
The Abund- 
ance or scarcity 
of menhaden 
in a 
¿Iven season or on a given part of the 
coast may determine the abundance or 
scarcity 
of various 
Important food 
fishes; and for this reason, in addition 
to Immediate value to man, it has by 
some persons been regarded as the 
most important fish on the Atlantic 
coast of the United States. 


"Some idesi. of the abundance of men- 
haden and the magnitude of the fishery 
may be gathered from the fact that in 
1913 more than one billion were caught 
and converted into over six and a half 
million gallons of oil and nearly ninety 
thousand tons of fertilizer, valued at 
three and a half million dollars. These 
fish, if placed end to end, would have 
extended in an unbroken line six times 
around the earth at the equator, and 
their weight exceeded that of all the 
inhabitants of Greater New York. 


"Among 
the 
fishery 
products in 
which 
America 
is preeminent, the 
most conspicuous Is the oyster. 
This, 
our most imporcaat aquatic resource. 
Is not only more valuable than in any 
other country, but more valuable than 
In all other countries combined. The 
American oyster has the further dis- 
tinction of being a staple food of com- 
paratively low price, while in prac- 
tically everj' other country having a 
well-developed 
oyster 
Industry the 
oyster is a high-priced luxury. 
Its 
commanding position is shown In the 
facts that it is a commercial com- 
modity in ever>- coastwise state ex- 
cept two (Maine 
and New Hamp- 
shire) ; that iV is the leading fishery 
product in fifteen states, and that It 
is the most extensively cultivated of 
all our aquatic animals. 
The annual 
oyster crop of the United States is 
about 35,000,000 bushels. 


"The salmon resources of the Pacific 
states are among the natural wonders 
of the western hemisphere, but they 
now rank after those of Alaska whose 
fisheries 
as a whole have experienced 
their remarkable development and at- 
tained their present surpassing Im- 
portance chiefly because of the sal- 
mons. 
Since Alaska became a part 
of the national domain, the total value 
of the products taken from the waters 
of the territory up to the present year 
has been nearly ?300.000,000; the fish- 
ery reached Its climax In 1915, with a 
value of $21,000,000, which Is three 
times the purchase price of Alaska. 


"The ample experience 
of 
private 
fish culturlsts in all pr rts of the coun- 
try confirm the opinion often expressed 
by national and state fishery officials, 
that under glyen conditions aqulcul- 
ture may be more profitable than agri- 
culture; that an acre of the best wa- 
ter may yield larger returns than an 
acre of the best land, and that food 
supplies of untold volume and value 
may be expected from what are now 
unused waters."

He cited the record to show 
that \vhlle the democratic legislature 
did reduce the general fund levy from 
* cents to 7 cents on each 5100 of tax- 
able values, they doubled the benevo- 
lent Institution fund from 5 to 10 cents. 


Same As One Fund. 


He pointed out that the two funds 


are to all intents and purposes one 
and that never since the benevolent 
Institution fund was created in 1891 
by the democratic legislature has It 
b*en sufficient to maintain the insti- 
tutions. Each year, ho said, it had 
fct«n necessary to resort to the use of 
th« general fund to maintain tho bcn- 
•volent Institutions. 


Mr. Goodrioh declared tho demo- 


cratic asfertlon of a lower tax rate is 
a myth and is misleading to those who 
fcave not axme carefully Into tho rec- 
ord*.

11:2S; 12:20). From Corinth he joitf-1 
neyed by way of Phllllpl to Trons j 
where he preached his famous loug 
sermon (v. 5-12), that sermon which ] 
hud such a tru^lc result. It Is recorded I 
as a witness to the power of the pray-1 
er of faith and Paul's readiness to | 
serve iu time of need. lu his haste to I 
reach Jerusalem before the Day of i 
Pontecost (A. IX 58} Paul did not re- j 
turn to Ephesus, but, la order to siivc 
time, he hud the elders of that church 
meet him at Miletus (See a good 
mnp). 


1. A Great Review (vv. 17-28). Paul's 


statesmanship and genius for organi- 
zation Is nowhere more clearly set' 
forth than here. He had plans for a 
Croat evangelistic campaign of Latin 
lands, (Ch. 19:21). Before put-suing' 
his plan he deckled to visit Jerusalem,, 
carrying with him 
the 
collections • 


which had been systematically taken 
up In the various churches on this 
tour (Horn. 10:28; I Cor. 10:1-3; Acts 
24:17) and ho was accompanied by a 
considerable nwnbnr of pilgrims. (Sec 
v. 4.) It Is a good thing to pause occa- 
sionally and to take stock, to review 
our lives and to see what progress we 
have made. This Pnul did, and to this 
Epheslan delegation he enumerates ft) 
his character among them (vv. 1S-19).

He had taught 
hem publicly in classes, and had vis- 
ted them from house to house and had 
nvited them to his own home. Paul's 
aim,- as Is the teacher's aim, was to 
make all people patriotic citizens of 
he kingdom of heaven while OH earth, 
that they might fight the good fight ol 
faith against all evils, even the prin- 
cipalities and ppwers of evil. 


It was a great undertaking, and he 


knew not what might befall him, but 
he did know that bonds and affliction 
awaited him; however, norie.of these 
tilings could move him from his pur- 
pose. 


He "counted not his life as dear unto 


himself" If so be he might hold out 
•until the end and accomplish his 
course and ministry. This epoch-mak- 
ing journey, one of the greatest in his- 
tory, suggests 'in many points oir 
Savior's last Journey towards thtft 
same city (Luke 9:51).
